Dakota's slam-bang 


presidential primary battle be- 
tween Sen. Robert A, Taft and 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


As counting of yesterday's record 


Republican balloting resumed, Taft 
clung to a slender, narrowing lead 
in a contest for 14 nominating dele- 
gates and the prestige of a victory 
in the final ballot box test before 
the Chicago convention. 


The count, from 1,745 of. 
the 


state's 1,947 precincts, was: 


Taft 62,043. 
Eisenhower 61,306. 
With an estimated 15,000 votes 


yet to be tabulated, the winner's 
margin seemed likely to be only a 
few hundred at most. 


Possible Recount 


There was some talk of a possi- 


ble recount, which could delay 
final selection of the state's dele- 
gation. Neither side wanted to 
commit itself on that point, how- 
ever, until the unofficial tabulation 
was completed. 


Many of the 225 precincts yet un- 


reported lay in the far western 
area of the state, where Eisenhow- 
er was proving himself strong in 
the cities and towns but Taft vas 
running ahead in the rural dis- 
trict!. 


The 14 delegates involved would

He said commencement was sin 


announcement that a new group 
of potential leaders was ready for 
the opportunity to share the prob' 
lems of the community, state and 
nation. But he added that he would 
not delude the graduates. 


"I shall not tell you that you 


must solve all the problems. I shall 
be honest with you and tell you 
only that our job as a nation in a 
troubled world is now your job 
too." 


To those who soon are to be en- 


tering the armed forces he asked 
them to remember that they would 
be contributing to a means to an 
end and not an end in itself. "You 
will be making your contribution to 
the cause of freedom and that 
cause is our whole cause," he de- 
clared.

Restored to health, he said he had not eaten for 
52 days. 


Another famous fast was that of Joseph D. McAllis- 


ter of Chrisman, 111. He died in July, 1949. His friends 
said he had been without food 104 days.

which so many kiey Conservatives admit their failure. The 
tough British economic dilemma is really no nearer solution 
than when they took office last October.

Britain's problems are so deep-rooted that no sensible 


person looked for miracles. But seemingly there has been 
less action than under the often-bewildered Labor regime. 


Britons today are debating whether Churchill is a suitable 


leader for these times. Apparently the personal methods of 
governing he used so well in World War II are not particu- 
larly adapted to the present tortured period of half war- 
half peace. The grand assurance he brought to Britain's 
war effort eludes him in today's tangle of troubles. Possi- 
bly his age—78—plays a part in this indecision. 


It may be too early to pronounce a verdict upon Churchill, 


but some among his friendliest critics suggest that by nature 
he was meant for war leadership and no other. They argue 
that he is at home with the imperatives of war, with blacks 
and whites, but not with the shades of gray which baffle 
the world statesman everywhere in 1952.

However this may be, Churchill obviously has no in- 


tention of calling a new election soon or even of handing 
over the reins to Foreign Secretary Eden, his most likely 
successor. Now and then a rumor bobs up that he might 
yield the premiership after Queen Elizabeth II is crowned 
next June. 


The 1951 Conservative campaign sounded promising 


notes. There were to be a revitalized capitalism, with new 
stress on productivity and modernized plants, an easing of 
the austerity, the plague of controls that has gripped British 
life continuously since 1939 and a clearer, more courageous 
foreign policy fllavored with the old Churchillian gusto. 


Yet austerity is more- firmly fastened on Britain than 


ever, and hardly a start has been made toward the other 
goals. 


By his own word it was Churchill's dream to steer Brit- 


ain to recovery and a sure peace. This achievement he would 
prize above all. But his country is growing restive at the 
halting steps thus far taken. Probably the venerable Con- 
servative leader does not have too many months more to 
demonstrate his capacity for adventurous leadership through 
the complexities of semi-war. Voters in this age do not 
reside long with men who do not act.

Adm. Standley Disillusioned Shortly After Appointment 


as Ambassador to Russia

SAN DIEGO, Calif.—The double-crossing, gouging and elbowing 


that went on among the American special legates who were sent to 
Moscow in one guise or another by Franklin D. Roosevelt probably 
baffled the Russians as much as their own bland lies, ingratitude 
ind stalling mystified our people. 


Admiral William H. Standley had hardly arrived in April, 1942, 


when* he received a cablegram from the state department requesting 
him not to discuss with Stalin or Molotov, the foreign minister, "any 
of the matters" which were the most important problems of the job. 


The admiral promptly replied that this order would 
undermine his prestige and refused to comply. He 
got no answer to this message. The subjects which 
he was asked to shun included the whereabouts of 
the corps of Polish officers who already had been 
slaughtered by the Russians in a mass at Katyn 
forest. 


Not until years later did the ambassador learn 


that his friend, Roosevelt, had pulled the rug from 
under him even before he presented himself at the 
Kremlin. 


On the very day of his arrival, Stalin got a 


tveitbrook Peeler 
message from Roosevelt urging him to send Molo- 


tov to Washington "because I need your advice before we determine 
the strategic course of our common military action." Roosevelt had 
sent Harry Hopkins to London "relative to this proposal." This was 
the meeting which decided that the "second front'-' should be in France, 
not in the "underbelly" of Europe. 


On the way in, Admiral Standley had met Major-General John 


N. Greely. of lend-lease, in Teneran waiting for visas for his party. 
The general tried to hitch-hike a ride on Standlcy's plane but Stand- 
ey • sensed that the Russians didn't want him. He believes Greely 
never did get to Moscow although he waited more than a year in 
Teheran for his visas. 


When Standley's plane put down at Palm Beach for an overnight 


stop on the way to Moscow, paper-collar Joe Davies, who wrote the 
'atuous "Mission to Moscow," entertained the party at the home of 
lis rich wife, the former Marjorie Post Hutton. Standley said the 
louse was a palace which "reeked of richness." They dined on a 
'gold dinner service" with "solid flat silver" and Joe's colored out- 
er punctiliously called him "Mr. Ambassador." Joe gave each of 
hem an autographed • copy of his book wiiich he still regards as a 
master-work of history, diplomacy and literature. 


In time, both Wendell Willkie and Davies went to Moscow, both 


swollen with the importance and mystery of their "missions" and an 
ibscure colonel, named Philip Faymonville. got into the admiral's 
hair. Fayrnonville was promoted to brigadier-general for his "serv- 
ces" in lend-lease. He has received great praise from American 
Communist publications.

.•horn the Republicans nominated in 1940. 


On the night that his plane got away for the flight to Moscow,

Willkie's stuff and joined the old Willkie sect in New York to nomi- 
nate General Dwight Eisenhower." 


Willkie was notorious for his ig- 
lorance of good manners and he 
ived up to his billing in Moscow, 
itandley says Communists on Will- 
lie's staff got in touch with for- 
mer Communist friends of Joe 
James, formerly an editor of the 
v'ew York Herald-Tribune, and ar- 
ranged an interview with Stalin, 
itandley was excluded.

was stored in their elevator by the 
owner Commodity Credit Corpor- 
ation, Chicago.

The U.S. Department of Agricul- 


ture is claiming that the Spell- 
mans, who disguised the disap- 
pearance of 163,305 bushels of gov- 
ernment corn with false short-bins 
at the top of their elevator, owe 
the government $310,959,18. The 
six carloads of grain, they claim, 
are part of the corn lost by • the 
CCC.

kept up their seige and the Com- 
munists showed no letup in their 
slow squeeze on the Western-held 
half of the former German capital. 


The radio remained on the air 


despite the bloodless blockade and 
continually denounced the British 
for "an illegal provocation" which 
will "receive its deserved rcfuff."

port and General Workers Union in 
Northern Ireland. 
• "If MRA couldn't change capital- 
ists, I wouldn't be in it," she de- 
clared. She. contended that Com- 
munism is bred by capitalism and 
described the poverty of her youth 
which had made her a rebel.
